Dispatch whether there was any 
reason to believe, before the 
new attack, that Mr. Eisenhower 
had a tendency toward ileitis, 
Dr. Snyder replied, “yes.” 

Pressed for details, Dr. Sny- 
der said: “He has had ileitis 
before. It probably carries back 
a great many years.”

Hagerty later told the Post- | 


Dispatch the President had 
“had that clogging-up sensation 
many times.” He said Mr. 
Eisenhower had _ experienced 
“other attacks of ileitis dating 
back almost to boyhood.” 

This long history of intestinal 
trouble, from a source now 
identified and relieved, is the 
basis for the doctors’ comments 
that the President now has an 
increased life expectancy and is 
better off than he was before 
this latest attack. 

The President's Sept. 24 heart 
@ttack was first announced as 
a “digestive upset” by Murray 
Snyder, assistant White House 
press secretary. This was 
changed to ‘mild coronary 
thrombosis” six hours later.

The doctors have emphasized 
that the President's present ill- 
ness has no relation to his Sep- 
tember heart attack. 

Previous digestive attacks |- 
ways have responded to non- 
surgical treatment, Dr. Snyder 
said. He added that previous 
treatment never had included 
use of a stomach-pump ap- 
paratus, by which the doctors 
tried for 12 hours Friday to 
clear the intestinal obstruction 
before deciding to operate. 

Of the previous attacks, the 
most recent was April 16, 1953. 
He kept a date to address a 
luncheon of the American So- 
ciety of Newspaper Editors but 
passed up any food. He per- 
spired freely while making a 
speech. His voice was notice- 
ablv weak. 

Hagerty afterward said the 
President had suffered “a 
slicht case of food poisoning.” 

After’ addressing the editors, 
Mr. Eisenhower flew to Salis- 
bury, N.C., to speak at the 
200th anniversary of North 
Carolina’s Rowan county. After 
the President's arrival there, 
Hagerty told reporters: 

“The President has been suf- 
fering from a slight fever all 
day. But he did not want to 
cancel his engagements.” 

The President recovered 
quickly and played golf three 
days after the incident.

His task is to 
devise ways and means of trans- 
forming NATO into an effective 
political and military unit, and 
he has been extremely inter- 
ested in some remarks Dulles 
has lately been making on this 
subject. 

Long before Dulles ever took 
over his present responsibili- 
ties, he was interested in the 
development of an Atlantic 
community. Like his concept of 
peace through the maintenance 
of retaliatory power, this At- 
lantic community idea has been 
one of his favorites for years, 
so much so that the devotees of 
Atlantic union have always had 
a special fondness for Dulles. 


Matching Marshall Plan? 


Consequently, when Dulles 
began talking recently about the 
development of NATO into 
something more than a military 
alliance, and persuaded Pearson 
to study the question, the Cana- 
dian came here to find out 
whether Washington was cook- 
ing up a “Dulles plan” to match 
in the political field the “Mar- 
shall plan” put forward with 
such effect’ by another United 
States Secretary of State several 
years ago.

6. Finally, had Dulles put his 
ideas on these subjects before 
the leaders of Congress, and if 
sO, what reaction did he get? 

It would be remarkable if 
Pearson, on the first go round, 
got hard answers to these hard 
questions, but it would be sur- 
prising if he didn’t go away 
more enthusiastic about his 
mission than when he arrived. 


Dulles is serious about this 
subject. He is well aware that 
divergent political policies with- 
in the Atlantic community have 
minimized the effectiveness of 
NATO. All members of the al- 
liance are affected, one way or 
another, by the foreign policies 
of all other members, but the 
machinery of Nato has never 
been used effectively to co-ordi- 
nate these policies into any 
over-all cold war strategy.

Answers to Moscow 


Two matters bearing on Soviet-American rela 
tions were hanging fire when President Eisen- 
hower fell ill. He has now disposed of one of 
them by approving a White House staff decision 
not to send the Joint Chiefs of Staff to Russia 
at this time, and not to send all of them to- 
gether at any time. 

Air Force Chief of Staff Gen. Nathan F. 
Twining will go ahead with his visit to Moscow 
this month, and his experience no doubt will in- 
fluence future attitudes to similar journeys and 
counterpart visits by Russian officers. 

Although Senator Knowland regards this de- 
cision as a triumph for him, we hope it does 
not close the door to future exchanges of the 
sort. Apparently Moscow offered to invite all 
the Joint Chiefs only because it got a mistaken 
impression that the Administration wanted them 
all invited. Both sides agree on one Chief of 
Staff, if not four. So, while wondering that such 
a seemingly small bit of protocol could kick 
up such a large furore, we can hope that when 
the question of other military visits comes up 
_President Eisenhower will support them as he 
did the Twining mission 

A conducted tour of generals is a long way 
from organized inspection and systematic ex- 
change of military information, such as Prest- 
dent Eisenhower has proposed. But contacts like 
this, military or otherwise, have value in them- 
selves and may lead to a gradual lowering of 
the barriers to communication between the two 
countries. To reject them ‘without good reason 
might give the impression that the United States 
responds only negatively to Soviet advances. 

The same consideration enters into the second 
matter awaiting the President's attention—Pre- 
mier Bulganin’s latest letter on disarmament. 

Bulganin has dropped the “friendship pact” 
idea he was pushing last winter, and has also 
concluded that the disarmament talks are get- 
ting too complicated. Pointing to Moscow's re- 
cent announcement of a 1,200,000-man cut in 
its armed forces. including a reduction of 30,000 
men in forces stationed in Eastern Germany, ne 
calls upon the Western powers to take similar 
unilateral, uninspected steps without waiting for 
a disarmament pact to be negotiated. 

This is plainly an effort to make the most, 
for propaganda purposes, of the Soviet’s an- 
nounced reduction in armed forces. One possible 
reply might be that the Soviets are only doing 
belatedly what the Western powers have already 
done. The United States has reduced its armed 
forces 24 per cent since the Korean armistice— 
from 3,700,000 men to 2,800,000—and Britain 
and France have made comparable cuts. So in- 
stead of the next move being up to the West, 
perhaps it is up to the Russians

The Governor and the Hospital 

Considering the importance which Gov. Don- 
nelly properly attaches to Missouri's penal in- 
Stitutions, it is understandable that he should 
veto some of the allocations of bond funds 
made by the recent special. session of the Leg- 
isiature. In this Way, he probably hopes to keep

It seems, however, that one good intention 
cancelled another when he cut down the funds 
voted the St. Louis State Hospital. After an 
original request for $12,000,000 from the insti- 
tution, the legislators gave it $6,700,000—enough 
for a badly needed clinical and hospital building 
and for a nurses’ home. The Governor cut this 
by $1,000,000, reducing the sum for the hospital 
building and eliminating the nurses’ home. 

Perhaps the reduced amount may suffice td 
provide additional beds and treatment facilities. 
But how are these to be staffed without provid- 
ing for nurses? Even now the institution is not 
staffed as it should be because of a lack of liv- 
ing quarters. And if a considerable portion of 
the new hospital building were made available 
for nurses’ quarters, how could there be any 
substantial relief of over-crowding or any re- 
sponse to the pressure for admissions? 

No doubt somewhat similar arguments may be 
made in behalf of other state institutions. Since 
the total amount of the bond issue is inadequate, 
some needs perforce must be slighted. But with- 
in this limitation, the legislators tried to work 
out grants which would cover more than patch-

work. They were more logical in their treatment 
of the St. Louis hospital than the Governor was 
in his cuts. 
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Adding Sense to Security 

The United States Supreme Court applied the 
rule of reason to the federal employe security 
program in holding, 6 to 3, that it does not 
cover non-sensitive, non-policy-making positions. 

Justice Harlan—who wrote the majority opin- 
ion for himself, Chief Justice Warren, Justices 
Black, Frankfurter, Douglas and Burton—said 
that “national security,” as used in the 1950 law 
affecting civilian federal employes, “relates only 
to those activities which are directly concerned 
with the natian’s safety, as distinguished from 
the general welfare.” 

This seems a fair reflection of the intent of 
Congress, and it conforms to necéssary standards 
of prudence. The Government must have assur- 
ance of the loyalty of, say, an officer entrusted 
with major military plans, or a diplomat to 
whom the confidential policies of the State De- 
partment are disclosed. 

It is not necessary, however, to apply the 
same standards to a man in a routine job such 
as the one held by the central figure in this 
case: Kendrick M. Cole, a New York district 
inspector of the Food and Drug Administration. 

Such an employe could hardly endanger the 
nation’s security by revealing the Government's 
standards of purity for drugs or cosmetics. His 
fitness for employment can be allowed to rest 
on his professional competence. And if it is 
conceded that he is loyal—as Cole was con- 
ceded to be loyal—he should not be subject to 
summary discharge as a “risk.” 

Aside from its fairness to the individual, this 
decision is important because it narrows the se- 
curity program to its true field. This should 
save the taxpayer the expense of thousands of 
pointless investigations. It should narrow the 
opportunities for abuse of the law by malicious 
supervisors or investigators. It should cut down 
political exploitation of the so-called “numbers 
game.” It should ease the instinctive American 
distaste for secret prying and probing. 

And it should make it easier—in non-sensitive 
aregs—for the Government to get the services of 
competent men who have kept away from fed- 
eral jobs simply because of the fear of becoming 
innocent victims of the security program, which 
may not find them guilty of any offense but 
nevertheless may leave them under a cloud that 
impairs their ability to find a livelihood. 

By again bringing the security program within 
its original limits, the Court has provided a safe- 
guard against further abuses, intentional or un- 
intentional, of the kind which have been coming 
to light in the last few years. Yet it has done 
so without impairing the Government’s powers 
to protect itself where essential. 
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Brandeis Applied to Foreign Affairs 

Dean Acheson drove home an urgent point in 
his commencement address at Brandeis Univer- 
sity. Discussing “the fundamental challenge pre- 
sented by the growth of Communist power,” the 
former Secretary of State said that “before we 
can act wisely we must do considerable revising 
of our attitude of mind.” 

This willingness to overhaul our thinking 
about international issues, particularly with re- 
spect to the Soviets and their associates, is bas- 
ic in the view of Mr. Acheson. He said that not 
until we do “a good deal of thinking” will we 
“be ready to work out with others the steps to 
be taken to provide the growth of counterpower.” 

The time and place of this message of the 
open mind were most appropriate, for Brandeis 
University was named after the late Justice 
Louis Dembitz Brandeis and the commencement 
ceremony celebrated the centennial year of the 
Supreme Court member. And Justice Brandeis 
believed, above everything else, steadily in re 
vising judgments in the light of new informa- 
tion. “If we would guide by the light of reason,” 
he said in one of his most famous opinions, ‘we 
must let our minds be bold.” Another time he 
said the Supreme Court must “feel free to bring 
its opinions into agreement with experience.” 

In no field is this more important than for- 
eign affairs. An idea is not good in international 
relations just because it has been held to for a 
long time. In our fast changing world, willing- 
ness to revise and improve ideas and policies 
must be a characteristic of nations that either 
hope to lead or which have the obligation to 
lead thrust upon them 

Justice Brandeis may have been speaking of 
domestic matters, such as the authority of a 
state to come to grips with internal economic 
problems, but he would have been as ready to 
apply his principle in our dealings beyond the 
water's edge. 
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A Resolve for Secretary Dulles 

Secretary of State Dulles is well advised in 
ordering American ambassadors to avoid public 
participation in partisan activities during the 
coming political campaign. According to his 
staff, he himself does not intend to make cam- 
paign speeches. 

Whether this resolution holds when the going 
gets warm, we shall see. But Mr. Dulles might 
well take another resolve and, on purely prac- 
tical grounds, stick to it. This is to stay out of 
thé politics of other countries. 

A month before the recent elections in Cey- 
lon, the Secretary of State visited Colombo and 
made a great public show of supporting Prime 
Minister Sir John Kotelawala as ‘‘our very good 
friend.” Result: Sir John Kotelawala took a 
disastrous beating, and Ceylon now has a néw 
Socialist government determined to follow a 
neutral if not anti-American course. 

The moral for Mr. Dulles should be plain.

Washington had a look at the new 
boss of Britain's Labor party, and it 
liked what it saw. 

Hugh Gaitskell, just turned 50, had 
been to the United States on four pre- 
vious trips. But this time he came as 
the prospective Prime Minister should 
Labor again win power, as many be- 
lieve it will. And he came in the wake 
of a major international row between 
his party and the leaders of the Soviet 
Union. 

Those who heard, saw or talked with 
Gaitskell found a man of warmth, 
charm, tact, intelli- 
gence. Some pro- 
fessed to see a sort 
of British Adlai 
Stevenson, not only 
in fluency of words 
but in pungency of 
criticism of today’s 
western leadership

Bevan Remains Powerful 


In a way, it is even striking to find 
such sentiments striking. The Labor 
party, under Clement Attlee, when last 
in power backed the Atlantic Alliance 
just as have the Conservatives. But the 
noisy left wing of Labor dominated 
by the anti-Americanism, dialectical so- 
cialism and unreasoning pacifism of 
Aneurin Bevan, has for so long brought 
shudders to American conservatives and 
liberals alike that the traditional Tory 
adherence to the Anglo-American tie 
has generally scemed preferable to a 
risk of Labor in power again. 

In fact, President Eisenhower's deci- 
sion to attend last July’s Summit Con- 
ference was based, in part at least, on 
the Administration desire to give him 
a hand in the British election campaign 
then under way. 

Bevan, of course, is still a power in 
the Labor party. But most British ob- 
servers and commentators appear to 
agree that Gaitskell has taken the play 
away from him in a way neither Attlee 
nor Herbert Morrison could have done, 
Bevan, the self-styled young rebel, is 
eight vears older than the new party 
leader the will be 59 in November). 

Gaitskell, like Stevenson, enjoys the 
position of being able to attack the 
“ins” without having to assume their 
responsibilities. But he has sought to be 
constructive in his criticism as well as 
politically effective. 


Questions for the Kremlin 


Consider the question of the Western 
response to Moscow's unilateral an- 
nouncement of a 1,200,000-man cut in 
its armed forces. Different voices were 
raised in Washington, and the tones 
heard in London, Paris, Bonn and Rome 
also were not the same. A lot of people 
felt that such discordant notes showed 
a lack of Western cohesion and opened 
the way for Moscow's evident efforts to 
break down Western defenses. 

But Gaitskell was not merely critical. 
He had a suggestion which might very 
well have brought different results. His 
idea was that the Western powers 
should have dispatched a joint note to 
the Soviet Union saving in essence: ‘a) 
Fine, but from what level afd to what 
level are you cutting your forces since 
you've never told the world how manv 
men you have under arms, and (b) will 
you accept an international inspection 
and control system so that the West can 
verify your cuts and you can verify 
those the West has made or will make? 

Gaitskell’s point was not that he éx- 
pected the Soviets to give their secret 
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figures or agree now to inspection, but 
that such a concerted action would have 
shown to the Western public some of 
the important facts about the East-West 
arms race which Moscow tries to ob- 
scure. 

Much of the American difficulty in 
the past in understanding the British 
Labor party—and for that matter in 
understanding the various continental 
European Socialist parties — sprang 
from the Amefican tendency to view 
Socialism in economic rather than po- 
litical terms. The Socialists in general 
as well as in Britain stand for further 
nationalization of key industries. But 
British Labor, having had a turn at the 
helm, has discovered that nationaliza- 
tion is no cure-all. 

Under Gaitskell, the party is at least 
creating a program fit for the decades 
ahead in place of one so greatly influ- 
enced by the hard depression years be- 
tween the two world wars. On national- 
ization, Gaitskell is rated a moderate. 


Caitskell vs. Khrushchev 


The tmportant point for Americans 
about Gaitskell and his party, a point 
he made with restrained but impressive 
passion on his “Meet the Press” appear- 
ance, is that Socialists stand completely 
within the framework of democracy in 
terms of parliamentary government, 
free press and free speech. 

The row between Gaitskell and his 
party and Soviet Communist Party boss 
Nikita Khrushchev at the now famous 
London dinner demonstrated the width 
and depth of the guif between “Social- 
ism” in Western Europe and what the 
Soviets call “Socialism” in their coun- 
try. Gaitskell, one can be certain, would 
be the last man to buy the current Rus- 
sian united front line. 

As to what is going on in Russia to- 
day, Gaitskell takes a “show me” Mis- 
souri-type approach. He would be less 
worried over the trends in the West if 
he were sure—which he _ isn’t—that 
fundamental changes were under way 
in Russia, even in the direction of a 
benevolent dictatorship. So far, in Gait- 
skell’s view, the Moscow changes are 
tactical, a view which is rather more 
skeptical than that of John Foster 
Dulles, 


Safety Ahead of Comfort 


Gaitskell, while having broken away 
from his party’s depression-born psy- 
chology in domestic policy, is still pro- 
foundly affected by the prewar years 
of British appeasement. 

He concedes, and is alarmed by, a 
powerful and growing drive in Britain 
and Western Europe to cut military 
manpower even further and he acknowl- 
edges that the Soviet reduction will 
make this harder to resist. He feels 
that there is too much of a democratic 
willingness to put creature comforts 
ahead of national safety. 

Hugh Gaitskell, an Oxford graduate. 
was for 11 years a London University 
economics teacher. He entered politics 
in 1935 but was licked in his first try 
for a seat in the House of Commons. 
He won, however, in 1945 and two years 
later became Minister of Fuel and 
Power. 


In 1950 he succeeded the late Sir 


Stafford Cripps as Chancellor of the , 


Exchequer at the age of 44, the young- 
est man to hold the treasury post in 
nearly half a century. After Labor lost 
power he remained in Commons, suc- 
ceeding to Attlee’s leadership role last 
October. 

In the Commons, Gaitskell has shown 
himself an able debater. As of today, 
there is no doubt that he would be the 


‘Prime Minister if Labor won the next 


election.

FOUR STEPS TOWARD MODERN ART, by Lionelle 
Venturi. (Columbia, IIS pgs.. $3.) 

Although modern painting stands 
apart from traditional artistic concep- 
tion, certain characteristics of modern 
art appear from the Italian Renaissance 
up to the end of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, Dr. Venturi points out. He de- 
scribes modern concepts of Giorgione 
and Caravaggio and the revolutionary 
principle of the autonomy of art in the 
work of Manet and Cezanne. Trans- 
forming, rather than duplicating or con- 
ventionally idealizing, nature in pic- 
torial unity, Cezanne fathered cubism 
which, Venturi says, has dominated 
the art of this century. 

Lionello Venturi, professor of the 
history of modern art at the Univer- 
sity of Rome, first presented this 
study for the Bampton Lecture series 
at Columbia University. He has de- 
livered much penetrating and reasoned 
art criticism in previous books which 
go deeper into painting than does this 
one. His work on the Impressionists, 
for example, thoroughly analyzes the 
art of Manet and Cezanne whereas in 
this work his treatment of subject 
matter is anything but thorough. Still, 
these lectures do serve a_ purpose. 
They describe trends of art with 
enough specific explanation to make 
them apparent. 

* ~ . 

Giorgione broke from the preva- 
lent classical style of the early six- 
teenth century in Italy to achieve ar- 
tistic universality. He painted “land- 
scapes with figures, instead of a figure 
with a landscape background” and thus 
foreshadowed the modern concern with 
nature. 

Later in the century in Rome, Cara- 
vaggio began painting in a way which, 
although often labeled realistic, is a 
more pictorial than exact view of na- 
ture. He arranged his forms into 
geometric patterns and used arbitrary 
lighting for emphasis. 

The book tells how Manet “opened 
the way to modern art” in the mid- 
nineteenth century with a new ap- 
proach to painting. Other artists used 
their sensibility to nature as a pase 
for idealistic or realistic painting, but 
Manet took sensibility itself for his 
ideal in art. He wanted to create a 
spontaneous arrangemeht of visual im- 
pressions in pictorial unity. 

His “Olympia” gives the “effect of 
zones of clear colors distributed over 
a surface.” The artist ignored the 
physical beauty of his model to paint 
her body as a relief of light on dark. 
Any feeling of form results from the 
power of the color. 

Some 30 plates are reproduced in 
black and white. Since the use of 
color plays an important part in Ven- 
turi’s arguments, it is regrettable that 
color reproductions were not possible. 
Interesting X-rays of the Martyrdom 
of Saint Matthew by Caravaggio show 
earlier drafts of that work, revealing 
how the artist painted from his imagi- 
nation without the aid of preliminary 
drawing.

TO BEAT A TIGER by Elizabeth Foreman Lewis. 


(John C. Winston Co., 215 pas., $2.95.) 


A gang of young refugees, gathered 
in the back alleys of Shanghai during 
the early bitter days of Japanese inva- 
sion, are the characters of Mrs. Lewis's 
latest Chinese story for boys and girls. 
They have fled from their homes in 
six of China's provinces and, dependent 
on their wits and petty thievery, live 
as Outcasts and beggars. One of them 
named Yen from Nanking, is their 
leader and. he holds them. together 
through danger and suffering until, as 
the story ends, they flee again for 
safety and a hope. of happiness. 

Of Mrs. Lewis’s first-hand expert- 
enced knowledge as an Old China Hand, 
there can be no doubt.. The book 
rings true, in major and minor detail. 
Although the story line is tenuous, in- 
terest in her characters is steadily main- 
tained. One might wish that she had 
written with a less choppy, staccat®

DIES; BRITISH ARTIST 


Works as Muralist Include

DITCHLING, England, June 
12 ‘(AP)—Sir Frank Brangwyn, 
British artist, died at his home 
here last night. He was 89 years 
old. 

Among his works as a mural- 
ist are a series of paintings in 
the dome of the Missouri State 
Capitol at Jefferson City 

Born in Brussels of British 
parents, Brangwyn was one of 
England's most versatile artists. 

He tried his hand at almost 
every form of artistic creation 
—from landscape painting, 
sculpture, furniture design and 


pottery to gigantic murals and 
stained glass work. He was 
knighted in 1941. 


Flaming colors distinguished 
most of his work. Brilliant reds 
and golds were among his fa- 
vorites, but he was also 
master of the simpler arts of 
etching and lithography 

His first oil painting— 
marine scene — 
immediately 
Academy in 1885 
only 18. 


He became an associate mem- 
ber of the Royal Academy in 
1904 and in the next 30 years 
collected an enormous range of 
honors, awards and decorations 
from all over the world 

Brangwyn did a series of 
eight wall panels for the Pana- 
ma-Pacific Exposition in San 
Francisco, Calif., in 1915, and 
a range of murals for the Cleve- 
land court house as well as the

MATH ‘SHORTCUTS’ 
OF ROMANS FOUND 
IN VATICAN FILES 


A description of 
omans considered mathemati- 
cal shortcuts has been found 
among the 600,000 microfilm 
copies of Vatican Library manu- 
scripts at St. Louis University, 
it was announced today.

For example, one “shortcut” 


involved multiplying VIII by VI 
8 by 6'!. The Roman writer took 
the difference between 10 and 
the multiplier (6 e subtract- 
ed this difference (4) from the 
number to be multiplied (8), 
leaving 4. This difference was 
multiplied by 10, giving 40. 

Next, the “differentia” of 
both the multiplier and the 
multiplicand were found. This 
produced the numbers 4 and 2. 
which if multiplied, become 8 
Add 8 to 40, and there’s the 
answer: XLVIII.

Officials emphasized, how- 
ever, that a more favorable turn 
in the weather from now yntil 
harvest could. do much _ to 
change the present outlook. 


Wheat was the onl® major 
crop for which a production 
estimate was given. The crop 
was forecast at about 923.000.- 


000 bushels, which would be 2 
per cent less than last vear's 
938,000,000 and 20 per cent leSs 
than the 10-year average of 
1,146,000,000.

The reports were presented 
by Dr. Jonas E. Salk, of the 
University of Pittsburgh School 
of Medicine, originator of the 
triple anti-polio vaccine, and 
Dr. Leonard A. Scheele, surgeon 
general of the United States 
Public Health Service.

A simple new blood test for 
detecting “hidden” heart at- 
tacks was described by Dr.

Mark Dawson, Now at Muny Opera, Bought Home in Country for Those Between-Roles Days

NCE a choice has been 

made, Mark Dawson is no 

man to sit around and re- 
gret it. That's enough to give 
a fellow ulcers. 


When he _ graduated from 
high school, Mark had his 
choice of a music scholarship 
or a football scholarship. He 
chose music. Ten years later, 
he had his choice of stand-by 
roles in either “Oklahoma.” 
“Carousel.” or “Sweethearts.” 
He chose “Sweethearts.” 

“How can you tell which part 
to take” recalled the quiet- 
spoken Dawson. ‘Sure, your 
life would have been different 
if you had made the other 
choice. But you can't sit around 
and worry about it 


A tall, broad-shouldered bari- 
tone.
